As I was on the point of leaving America, 
a friend remarked, * Do write and tell us just 
What are your first impressions on arriving in 
India.” dn complying thus early with this} 
request I can of course only speak of Bombay P| 
‘This, like most large cities, and to a far great- 
er extent than thany, exhibits almost every 
variety of humanity. Within its boundaries 
are found the princely palace, and the thatch- 
ed hovel—the riches of Cravsus, and the most 
abject beggary—the worship of the true God, 
and the worship of the devil. It affords spec- 
imens of almost every uation under heaven. 
Within the narrow limits of what would be 
equivalent to four miles square, it is said that 
eighteen ditterent languages are spoken. 

Phe island of Bombay is about 10 miles in 
length, between three and four in breadth, and 
about 10 wiles from the continent. ‘The pop- 
ulation at the last census (1838) was estimated 
at 230,000. In the census for 1828 the varie- 
ties of the human race living on the tsland were 


, estimated as follows:—English, 938 —Parsees, 


10,733—Armeniaus, 39— Hindoos, $2,592— 
Chinese, 48—Portuguese, 8,020—Jews, 1,270 
— Moors, 25,920—Mabars, 3,005 — Military, 
10,000, and a floating population of 20,195, ~ | 
On reaching the wharf at Bombay, first im- 
pressions are much the same as would be ex- 
perienced mm situtlar circumstances at New 
York. If there is any difference, you feel that 
these heathen coolies are more civil than the 
New York coachmen. The wharf is covered) 
with palanquins with their bearers, who are 
all pulling and jabbering to induce you to take 
passage up town with them, 
Bombay is far more pleasant than I had an- 
ticipated. 1 had figured to myself, a low, wet, 
unhealthy place. We had’ some sorrowful 
forebodings on the voyage, because we should 
arrive inthe midst of the rainy season, some 
six weeks before, on account of swollen streams, 
we could remove to the Deecan—and were 
almost willing the voyage should be protracted 
so as to give us less time to remain in that dis-

In regard to shady streets, groves 
and gardens, Bombay would not suffer in com-| 
parison with Boston, New York, or Philadel- 
phia, although its style is entirely ofa different} 
character. ‘The streets are all MacAdamized. | 
except in a few instances, where the more} 
degraded of the native population reside. 
There are numerous splendid establishments | 
in different parts of the island, belonging to} 
Hindoos, Mussulmen, Parsees, and English. | 


Much of the native town gonsists of miserable 
hovels. 

Bombay has a much better reputation here 
for being healthy, than in America. Somme in- 
dividuals who have resided bere forty or fifty 
years, consider it one of the most healthy pla- 
ces in the world—and in general it is consider- 
ed one of the most salubrious in India. It is 
far different now from what it was formerly. 
‘For a long time after it was first visited by 
Europeans, it was,” says Ruschenberger ‘ re- 
garded with horror. Few persons had the 
courage to reside where the climate was so 
fatal that it was a proverbial saying, ‘the life 
of a man is equal in duration to two mon- 
soons.” The reason of this change is fouod 
in the fact that the marshes and pools have 
been filled and drained, and Europeans are 
knowing better how to take care of themselves. 
There is much less of intemperance in eating 
and drinking among Europeans than formerly. 
We find some among them living to a good old 
age, and yet it must be acknowledged that the 
roportion of pale and languid countenances | 
s greater than | have been accustomed to see 
in New York or Boston, Vigor of body and | 
mind evidently takes a lower scale in India 
than in’ England or the United States. In 
+ pect to health, we are on the whole encour- | 
aged by first impressions, More unwavering | 
strictness as to principles of temperance in 
meat, drink and labor, both bodily and mental, 
is required to preserve health here, than in our 
own genial cline, yet we sull hope through 
the blessing of God, so to order our lives as to 
do more for the cause of Christ than we could 
have done in America. 

First impressions from heathenisin were 
much in accordance with my anticipations. 
On this subject, | bad drawn to myself a dark, 
forbidling picture. The original itself ap- 
pears to embrace all the darker shades which 
imagination had given it. India is ignorant, 
degraded, oppressed and wicked, and if upon 
her nvllions of idolaters, comparatively little 
impression has been made, yet itappears equal | 
to the means employed. A number of the | 
schools at this station were given up during 
the late pressure in regard to funds, and a less 
number than formerly are under the direct in- | 
fluence of the missionaries, yet the prospect 
that this heathen people will be benefited by 
our labor, is more favorable than I dared to 
hope. As TL look into the schools, see the chil- 
dreo smiling, and apparently happy in learn- 
ing their essons—see girls of ten or twelve 
taught to use the needle with as much dexter- 
ity and more neatness than a majority of New 
England misses of the same age, and even 
some years older—especially when | converse 
with some who have been longest under the 
influence of the mission; nothing, burmanly 
spe aking, see rns wanting,but continued, patient, 
well directed effort, to secure the most encour- 
aging success among the Mahrattas. Although 
this is the oldest mission of the Board, yet it 
has enjoyed comparatively, little of the steady 
influence aod libor of those familiar with the 
language, Aud now we tind the mission great- 
ly needing assistance,

Dear Father,—Had | not been busy in pre- 
paring a sermon for Sunday morning, in rela- 
tion to the painful event of the destruction of 
the ‘Lexington’? by fire, with the loss of so 
many tives, | should bave written you before 
this, and expressed my feelings in view of the 
kind Providence which has exempted us from 
sharing in this distressing calamity, And Of} 
how great should be our gratitude! As soon | 
as | heard of the event, it immediately occur- 
red to me that none of the family could have 
been on board, but I felt that it was through a 
kind Providence that they were not. If, as 
you have often done, you had come to New 
York, intending to return on Saturd iy, there 
being no boat to sail as usual on that day, you 
would have remained, as did many others, till 
Monday’s boat, and thus have perished, O! 
my dear father, what a loud eall upon us all, | 
and especially upou yourself, ‘Be ye also | 
ready? Ut affeeted me to tears when IT read 
your letter where you remark *O! how won- | 
derfully favored we have been, and how grate- 
ful we ought to feel that we have escaped.’ 
As I perceived that your heart was thus touche | 
ed by this afleeting providence, I could not but 
hope that God might make it the oceasion of 
leading my dear father to realize the impor- 
tance of being prepared for death. How dis- 
tressing for me to imply by this remark that 
one LT love so much may not be prepared for 
the momentous change, which, sooner or later, 
must take place, and which may occur without 
a moment’s warning. But 1 know that moral- 
ity cannot save the soul; the best of men are 
imperfect; all have broken the divine law; all 
need the atonement and righteousness of a Sa- 
vieur; and without a godly repentance and a 
justifying faith in Christ, no man can be saved, 
Have I not reason to fear that my dear father 
hath not sought and found this Saviour? though 
the most indulgent and affectionate of parents, 
worthy to receive from all his children the 
purest and strongest affection, though esteemed 
and respected by all who know him, and free 
from the reproach of men, vet, is he a penitent 
and contrite sinner before God? Has he re- 
nounced all righteousness of his own? With 
an humbling sense of his own unworthiness in 
the sight of a boly God, and with a realizing 
sense of his need of a Saviour, has he fled to 
the only refuge set before him in the gospel? 
Had he been in the Lexington on that fearful 
night, could he have met death with the holy 
confidence that, through the merits of the Sa- 
viour he loved, and to whom he had looked 
with penitence and faith, he would enter into a 
heavenly and eternal rest? 

I cannot describe the pain it gives me to write 
thus; IT mean, to address my dear father as one 
unprepared to die! Neither can | bear the 
thought of appearing even in a religious sense, 
to assume the office of an instructor or reprov- 
er of a beloved parent. As a son, most gladly 
would I sit at the very feet of my dear father j

and learn of him; and sure I am that, in refer- 
ence to my own deserts, | am not worthy even 
of this. With the deepest and strongest affee- 
tion there is blended a respect which renders 
it most painful to imply, by any remark of 
mine, that my dear father is not all that I would 
have him to be. But he who searches the 
heart knows how dear you are to me; and it is 
because you are so dear that I feel impelled to 
urge this subject upon you, and earnestly to 
entreat that this loud call to prepare for anoth- 
er world may be improved as God designs it 
should be. Why, dear father, are you spared? 
Why are we all spared? Why, for so many 





years, hath death been kept from entering into | 


so large a family as ours, while we have all 
been blessed with the abundance of the good 
things of this life?

The whole course of the Christian life has 
its stumbling blocks, difficulties, and tempta- 
tions; but those who are just entering upon it 
often require special caution and adviee, both 
to guide and encourage them. | will, there- 
fore, with all freedom and affectionate fidelity, 
drop a few hints to such as are girding up the 
loins of their mind, and commencing the hon- 
orable but arduous race set before them. 

1. Be not depressed, if you should find that 
some of those who have been your warmest 
friends, become your bitterest enemies, When 
you behold their altered looks, with all the 
symptoms of coldness and studied neglect, you 
may at first wonder what you could have said 
or done to alienate and offend them. Perhaps 
your former intimates and near relations will 
at times try the arts of soothing policy, to draw 
you back to their own pleasures and favorite 
pursuits; but these failing, they will have re- 
course to the weapons of ridicule, and the 
wounding daris of reproach. ‘Think not this 
fiery trial strange: but be assured that it bas 
been common in every age. He that is born 
after the flesh will, in some way or other, per- 
secute him that is born after the Spirit. You 
have renounced their master, their manners, 
their desires, and doings, and they renounce 
you. If you resolve to be on the Lord’s side, 
the world will certainly be against you. 

2. Be not surprised if you should find many 
things in professors of religion that pain and 
grieve you. Allis not gold that glitters, and 
even sterling piety has an alloy of imperfee- 
tion mixed with it. In the outset of the divine 
life, the new convert is often more stumbled 
and cortfounded by the indiscretions and follies 
of professors, than by the spiteful insults and 
enmities of the profane and openly irreligious. 
I would guard you against expecting too much 
even from the followers of Christ. 
You must begin early to exercise the forbear- 
ance and candor which you in your turn will 
need, Without giving your countenance or 
sanction to any thing deeiledly wrong or crim- 
inal, it will be your duty to cast the mantle of 
charity over many faults and blemishes, which 
others labor to expose and aggravate.

From the Bengal Hurkaru, of Feb, 12. 
CONFIRMATION OF THE DEATH OF MESSRS. 
WILLIAMS AND HARRIS, 

Sypxey, Dee, 3.—We are indebted to a 
friend for the following particulars of this 
melancholy event. ‘They were printed in the 
form of a circular from the Secretary of the 
London Missionary Society, who states that he 
had received no direct intelligence, but had no 
doubt of its truth. 

The missionary brig Camden arrived on 
Saturday from the Islind of Arromanga,( South 
Seas.) By ber, we regret to learn the melan- 
choly death, by violeuce, of the Rev. J. Wil- 
liams, and Mr. Harris. 

The following are the particulars:—‘ On 
the 19th of November, we had communica- 
tion,” says our informant, “with the natives 
of Tanna, one of the New Hebrides. Finding 
them favorable to receive instruction from our 
teachers, we proceeded to the Island of Arro- 
manga. ‘The whole of the island is, without 
one exception, a complete iron bound const, 
without the least appearance of culture. The 
natives are a barbarous race, quite different 
from those of other islands. 

“Wednesday morning, 20th of November. 
We sent the ship’s boat ashore, containing Mr. 
Williams (Missionary,) Mr. Cunningham, 
(Vice Consul for the South Sea Islands,) Cap- 
tain Morgan, and Mr. Harris. Mr. Harris 
joined the Camden at Otaheite, forthe purpose 
of proceeding to this port to take his passage 
to England, with the view of arranging his 
affairs there previous to returning to the Mar- 
quesas, as A Missi niry. 

“On the boat approaching the heach, we 
could distinctly see the natives were averse 
to holding any communication with us. Mr. 
Williams attempted to make them presents of 
cloth, trinkets, &c. for the purpose of gaining 
their esteem, but without effect. He now 
proposed giving ap the idea of having any in- 
tercourse with the island, and Mr. Harris ask- 
ed permission to leave the boat for the purpose 
of making another attempt, He was followed 
at a short distance hy Cc iptamn Morvan, Mr. 
Cunningham, and Mr. Williams. When Mr. 
Cunningham reached the summit of the 
beach, he perecived Mr. Ularris running down 
toward the boat, followed by a large party of

“When Mr. Cunningham came running to 
Mr. Williams, the latter stopped and made for 
the boat, but unfortunately turned to look a 
moment for Mr. Harris. He then made for 
the boat, and reached the water, but in the | 
hurry stumbled and fell; when one of the na-| 
yives immediately took advantage of the cir-! 
eumstance, and struck him four blows on the 
head with aclab. By this time Captain Mor- 
gan and Mr. Cunningham had gained the boat 
and pushed otf, After Mr. Williams had fal- 
Jen, another party of natives, numbering be- 
tween fifteen and twenty, speared him through, 
although our informant thinks that he was 
dead when they arrived, 

“The children threw stones and missiles at 
the corpse. Neither of the bodies could be 
procured, though every effort was made for 
that purpose; but the natives made an attack 
on the parties remaining in the boat, and part 
of one of their arrows is to be seen sticking 
faust in the boat of the Camden. Capt. Mor- 
gan finding it useless to remain any longer, as 
no hopes were entertained of getting an inter- 
view with the natives, or of procuring the 
hodies of the sufferers, immediately bore for | 
Sidney direct. 

“That the Mission has sustained a great 
loss in the death of Mr. Williams, there ean 
be no doubt; but that God will carry on the} 
work of evangelizing the islands of the Pacific, 
there cannot be the least question. ‘The Mis- 
sionaries and their friends ought to be, and) 
doubtless are, prepared for catastrophes so | 
mysterious as these.”
